Your naturalist will tell vou man is a gre- 
garious aulraal, eeekiDg and enjoying the &o- 
cietyof biv kind; and the metaphysician Bays, 
that when two niinda ore brought together 
there is a reciprocal influence exercised by one 
over the other, either for good or evil. Now, 
experience and observation prove these atate- 
hienta to be coirccl, hence the reason for that 
strict injunction upon youth—" Shuu the 
company of the bad i" and the origin of the 
old proverb—'* Krjl coioiuuuicationa corrupt 
good manoers." 

fJrcat indeed is the influence brought to 
bear upon the iniuds, more particularly of the 
young, by those who have the training of 
them from infancy to manhood : and propor- 
tionately heavy is their responsibility. Our 
mind has often times been pained to wit- 
ness the carlessnoss shown by some parents 
for.the mental and moral training of their 
children. How many are there who seem 
to think that their whole duty aa parents, 
consist in training them up to hard work,— 
and wbatis the result in many cases ? why, 
simply this; their children, as soon as they 
tetania Acquainted with" the world, see others 
jib they think enjoying themselves- they form 
low acquaintances, they see mid feel that 
their home is a dreary place; the tap-room 
and the gauiing-lablc have a peculiar iru.«ist- 
able charm j they become addicted to bad 
habits, confirmed in the ways of sin and 
wickedness ; a disgrace to manhood; the 
shame and sorrow of tho parents, bringin» 
down their gray hairs with sorrow to tf 
gf}"; And, h>re, let us ask, whose is tl 
fault? \\ o reply, the parents : they tee u 
to have forgotten their own young days;— 
never once thinking that rational enjoyment 
was positively necessary for young people. 
Young men with such parents are rather to 
bo pitied than condemned,— pitied because 
they have no one to take a greater interest 
in their welfare. .We say their home isa 
dreary place. iVe have seen come of them ; 
—and what aro they like? They are cleat, 
prisons, spotless dungeons, in which many a 
young heart pines, and grieves, and frets; 
there the sound of childhoods' merry laugh is 
never heard, the pleasant tale, and harmless 
joke are strangled in their birth. Parental 
authority might vrell bo personified by borne 
East Indian idol, tho more frightful its ap- 
pearance, the more appropriate. It is nothing 
but work, work, work, and if there bo a little 
tiuie for leading, there is nolhiug to read, nO 
books upon the shelves, no paper onlhe uail 
behind the door ; Iheir education has never 
beeu attended to; they have been taught to 
look Upon the schoolmaster as a laiy sort of 
a mao, who is aupporled by the public, and 
could well be spared from the community. If 
they ev*r did attend the sehool, it was only 
when .ties'. were too. small to be any r-ood at 
home. The Sabbath ^ with 'tuoh u a day of 
rest, but only servile, physical rest, not a day 
of mental reercatiou, when the mind can fly olf 
and hold sweet converse vrltUits God. The 
nti-hl/ouriug phee of worship but seldom any 
of this household wiihia its proajnou. Tho

Thu assumption 
S5ems so much the more likely to be true that 
Paolo was not only an Italian, but a Catho- 
lic, and even a Monk, of the Order of Servi 
tes or Servants of Mtuy. What a presump- 
tion agaiiiKl 1 Ihe I'npe and the Catholic 
Church ! Yes. but it is a pr.-.-uinption found- 
ed ou>n assumption which neither ia nor can 
bo proved. Fra Paolo Sarpi, or Brother 
Paul Sarpi, was an itpOtbitti Monk, who was 
neither a good Catholic nor a good Protest- 
ant, r In a conflict between tbe Court of 
Homo and the Sen ale of Venice, he took 
part for the Senile against his spiritual su- 
periors, and lo ingratiate hiinsell' with tl.'r 
Senate, wrote several books lo riii^rcprefent 
and injure the cause of the Pop-; and of the 
Catholic Church. PnoMY History of Ihe 
Council of Trent, published in -London in 

1019, has been annotated by another apostate, 
Father Lc'Couraycr. Both Paolo's History 
and the Noles have been confuted in a French 
work, entitled : ° Tb« honor of Ihe Catholic 
Church, and of llie Sovereign Pontiff., vindi- 
cated against the History of the Council of 
Trent By Fra Paolo, and the Noles of Father 
Lc' Courayer, 17-12." I Supj/WQ that Dr. 
( JauipbcH had to learn French too in order lo 
read this confutation of Paolu's History in 
the original. In confinhationofiyhat I have 
said; I will quote' the Protectant liistoriiiri^

Of all the 
testimonies of Protestant writers in favour of 
tfie Pope, 1 will quote ouly ouo, tho latest, 
and I.dsre say the best which came to band : 
.—" We are bound to give our testimony of 
the Pope's right, and hope that ull Covern- 
meuls which know their power to depend 
upon tbe will of Qod and not upon tho wilt 
of the people, may openly oppo<cth'i flagrant 
inju&lice, and oast asido all false and liU-rti- 
cido netlona of tho sovereignty of* the people 
and of iho popular will. Wo trust that (ho 
three powers which, f^r fofiy years, have been 
united lo maintain order and right, may open 
their eyes and protect energetically against 
felony. Unfortunately, too many of our 
Protestant co-religionists rejoice over iho hu- 
miliation of the Pope, and tho fall of Itahy-
